For in his Book de Reſ#rreft. he hath rendred that in 
Pſalm. 92. Aizar© ws gaivitdlicu. The jult (hall 
fAouriſh as a Phenix ; whereas hee ſhould haye aid, 
aSa Palme tree. With the very like error, as another 
in Platarch, which 1uretnus obſerves in Yaris,l.1 53. 
cap. 12. bath tranſlated :ſuipanoy goirix©>, the braine 
of a Phenix, whereas it ſignifies the pith of a Palme 
tree. - Surely that David meant a plant, 1s cleare, 
by that which there follows ofthe Cedar, and Plane 
tree. But indeed Clemens Romanns,a contemporary 
with the Apoltles, makes mention of this Bird in his 
firſt Epiſtle to the Cormihians - Which a few yeeres 
ſince came forth into the light by the ſingular care 
of that famous man Patrick Toyng. Yetthere are, 
who judge this Epiſtle to bee none of Clements, be- 
cauſe by the nature of a Bird, which 1s no where, he 
lecks to illuſtrate thoſe things, which belong to hea - 


venly truth. But by what we have formetly (aid of -} 


Pliny and T acitns, Weplainly 1ee that in thoſe times 
wherein Clement liv'd, that opinion of the Phenix, 
was common. And this is enough in a writiog, ec- 
cleſiaſticall indeed, yet not appertaining to the Ca- 
non of faith, and life. For neither is it neceflary that 
we believe, that Clement knew all things, which did 
concerne the ſecrets of nature. Nor are we bound 
to believe it of the Apolties ; although Chriſt promi- 
ſed, John 16.13, That he would fend the Holy Ghalt, 
who ſhould lead them into all ruth. Sarely this is to 
be reſtrain'd to the truth of. thoſe things, whicb ap- 
pertaine to the buſineſſe of falvation ; Yea not in- 
deed to all them, becauſe the Apoltles themſelves, 
I Corinth, 13. 9g. 1awinpart, and Propbeſied in 
part ; but of all, whica it was needfail to _
